It appears that the office action mailed July 21, 2004 was 
intended for Serial NO. 09/835,716, not the above -identified 
office action. Hence, it should be vacated, revised to refer to 
09/845,716, and remailed. 

In support of our position that it is misidentif ied, note 
the following: 

(1) The restriction refers to an April 26 Petition to 
Vacate. No petition to vacate was filed in '717. However, one 
was filed April 26 in '716. 

(2) The restriction refers to claim 17, but no higher 
numbered claim. The last numbered claim in '717 is 24. In the 
'716 case, the last numbered claim is 17. 

(3) The restriction refers to composition claim 11. In 
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^717, the composition claim is 12, but in '716, it is 11.
